1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 17, line 3, the phrase "leather or leather-like" has been deleted and 
replaced with the phrase: - natural or synthetic leather --. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, which is the most pertinent art found, fails to teach and/or fairly suggest the 
instant invention. With respect to the art rejections, applicant shows in the present 
specification that the blackness value of the pigment is not an intrinsic property of all 
pigments having the same molecular structure as the blackness value is only achieved 
after milling which induces a change in the crystal structure. As for the 1 12 rejections, 
applicants arguments are seen to overcome these rejections as the specification 
describes what is meant by the term "high" in the phrases: high energy powder grinding 
and high molecular weight; and the temperatures encompassed by the term "hot" which 
is found in the phrase: hot conditions. Accordingly the instant claims are allowed.
